KANSAS CITY.- (/p) —Charges of 


inefficiency were leveled nt the Po- 
lice Department of Kansas City by a 
federal 
grand jury Sunday while 


Adam Kichelti. accused trigger man 
in the union station sluyings, was re- 
turned hero from Ohio to face the 
government's questioners. 


The grand jury, investigating the 


killings of four peace officers and their 
prisoner al the union station plaza 
here June 17. 1933, returned three in- 
dictments Saturday night against po- 
lice officials. 


Its report to Judge Merrill E. Otis 


charged the police department "on the 
date of the massacre at the union sta- 
tion in June of 1933. unquestionably 
was not as efficient or not as effec- 
tive in tho discharge of its duties as it 
should have been. In many respects, 
.this same situation applies during the 
whole period of time covered by our 
investigation." 


Indicted'on charges of perjury were 


E. C. Ubppcrt, director of police at tho 
time of the killings; Thomas J. Hltf- 
Kins, present chief of detectives, and 
Lieut. George Raycn.

Agricultural Economics in its annual 
outlook report.

Down 3 Millions 


Foreign Staple Production 


Increases — But Not 


Enough to Hurt 


WASHINGTON-</P)-A reduction of 


almost 3,000,000 bales m the total. sup- 
ply of all cotton was predicted Sun- 
day by the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics. 


7hc bureau, placing the probable 


total supply at 39,200,000 bales, against 
slightly more than 42,100,000 in the 
previous season and 10-year average 
of around 35,700,000, noted a decline of 
about 4,500,000 bales in the American 
supply, but figured the foreign sup- 
ply at about 1,600,000 bales larger than 
for the 1933-34 season, 1,000,000 of that 
amount being accounted for in the 
carryover. 


The new foreign crop was estimated 


at 13,600,000 bales, 600,000 more than 
the record yield of 1933-34. The heav- 
iest prospective increases were noted 
in China, India and Northern Brazil, 
with decreases in Russia and Egypt. 


"Although conditions (in late Oc- 


tober) indicate that world consumpt- 
ion of American cotton in the current 
season will be considerably lower than 
during the 1933-34 season, the carry- 
over on August 1, 1935, will be ma- 
terially lower than a year earlier," 
the bureau said. 


"The 1934 crop, therefore, could be 


substantially increased 
without any 


increase in the supply of American 
cotton for the 1935-36 season." 


The forecast said that 
total farm 


value of the 1933-34 crop, plus benefit 
payments and cottonseed income, was 
nearly $850,000,000, as against about 
5464,000,000 in 1932-33.

ity cathedral, Seventeenth and Spring 
streets, at the cathedral.

but, because 


American people arc coming to their 
senses," he said. During the depres- 
sion, he said, people have seen the 
dark side of life. 


He referred to the revolution 150 


years ago in France 
when several

WASHINGTON—(ff)—As the New 


Deal verged on its first national test 
at the polls; it:.became, evident that 
Tuesday '• results would be . only a 
signal for a much more profound and 
lasting battle over Roosevelt leader- 
ship and policies. 


The only question to be answered 


definitely now, it appeared, is wheth- 
er the already powerful Democratic 
grip on congress actually 
will be 


strengthened. Not even the most op- 
timistic Republicans hoped to do more 
lhan make inroads on the Democratic 
majorities in both branches. 


Whatever margin is voted, it will 


'ar from settle the New Deal dispute 
that has seethed in state after state 
and broken party lines in many. It 
was indicated that the pre-1936 bar- 
rage on the administration may be 
started before the week is out 


It is in states where the New Deay 
ssuc has been out and out, such as 
New Jersey, Ohio, Indiana, West Vir- 
ginia and Maryland, that the Demo- 
crats have their highest hopes of 
overturning sitting Republican sena- 
,ors. 


Even in Pennsylvania, 
which has 


not elected a Democratic senator since 
wfore the Civil war, the Roosevei 
ranks hold hope of defeating David 
A. Reed and electing Joseph F, Guf- 
'ey. Reed has be-labored the New 
Deal so constantly in the Senate and 
n the campaign that for him to win 
against a national sweep like 1932 
would put him in an exceptionally 
strong party position for presidential 
nomination. Conversely, if the New 
Deal 
shattered 
Republicanism in 


Pennsylvania, it would measureably 
net-case the head-start that President 
Roosevelt naturally has for 1936.
